EARL HAIG (H.T.) — Deep reddish crimson, a solid colour that does 
not fade, flowers of immense size and substance, perfectly formed, 
with high centre, petals large, smooth and massive. The growth 
is vigorous, erect and branching, possessed of splendid habit, 
with rich dark green foliage. An exhibition rose of the highest 
order, and as a bedding variety it is excellent, being very con¬ 
tinuous in bloom and particularly good during the autumn. 
Very sweetly perfumed. A superb rose, worthy of the distinguished 
name it bears, and one of our best productions. Standards, 
10/6 each ; Dwarfs, 7/6 each. 

ELIZABETH CULLEN (H.T.) — In this very distinct and beautiful 
rose, we continue the series of crimson shades of decorative 
roses, which began with Red Letter Day followed by K. of K. 
and Col. O. Fitzgerald. The colour is intense dark crimson, 
buds long and pointed, blooms medium sized, semi-double with 
smooth petal of great substance. The growth is vigorous and 
branching with dark green foliage. Exceedingly free flowering 
and exquisitely perfumed. It is a superb bedding variety and 
a grand companion for “ Sunstar.” Awarded the Gold Medal 
N.R.S. Standards, 10/6 each; Dwarfs, 5/- each. 

ETHEL SOMERSET (H.T.) -Shrimp pink, edge of petals deep flesh 
coral pink, a lovely shade of colour. Flowers very large, full, 
perfectly finished, with high-pointed centre and very deep shell¬ 
shaped petals of great substance. The growth is vigorous, 
branching freely, with sage green massive foliage, and splendid 
habit. It blooms profusely, and the flowers, wliich are carried 
on rigid stems, are possessed of delightful fragrance. A very 
fine rose, alike useful for exhibition, bedding and forcing purposes. 
We consider this rose superior to Mrs. G. Shawyer. Standards, 
10/6 each ; Dwarfs, 7/6 each. 

SUNSTAR (H.T.)- The most distinct and marvellously beautiful rose 
yet produced. Wherever exhibited it has commanded unstinted 
praise and admiration, and was the centre of attraction. The 
many phases of colour depicted in the development of this truly 
sensational rose are almost too intricate to describe, including 
deep orange and yellow, edged, veined and splashed crimson, 
and vermilion ; all colours that attract and delight and vary in 
tone and intensity as the bloom develops, llie growth is vigorous, 
erect, and branching, flowering in great profusion continuously 
throughout the season, especi^y valuable for massing, and an 
ideal rose for all decorative work ; buds long and elegant, carried 
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on rigid stems, flowers medium size, petals round, smooth and 
possessed of great substance. Very highly honey perfumed. No 
description can possibly convey even in a moderate way the 
beauty and charm of this truly wonderful rose, which when known 
will be grown in every rose garden. Awarded the Gold Medal

DAINTY (H.T.)—(Hugh Dickson, Ltd.). Free branching growth, 
buds very long and pointed, opening to large full flowers 
of exquisite build ; Colour, rosy apricot, very heavily flamed 
and tinted cherry pink, with deeper pink at the edges and 
reverse of the petals. A splendid garden rose of good habit. 
Sweetly scented. 7/6 each. 

J. G. GLASSFORD (H.T.)—(Hugh Dickson, Ltd.). Very vigorous 
free branching growth, immense depth of petals ; buds long and 
pointed, opening to flowers of great weight and substance, with 
high-pointed centre. Colour, clear deep crimson lake without 
shading, a clear, solid colour, which does not fade, and which is 
quite unique in roses. Gold Medal R.H.S. (Ireland), Gold Medal 
Sottish Rose Society. 7/6 each. 

MARGARET M. WYLIE (H.T.)—(Hugh Dickson, Ltd.). Vigorous, 
free branching upright growth. The flower is of immense depth, 
the buds very long and pointed, with petals of great size and 
substance. The colour, tender flesh heavily flushed deep rose 
pink towards the edges of the petals. Very sweetly scented. 
A grand garden rose. 7/6 each. 

MARJORIE BULKELEY (H.T.)—(Hugh Dickson, Ltd.). Strong, 
vigorous, free branching growth ; buds ovoid, large full and 
pointed, opening buff ochre, heavily flushed rosy pink, developing 
to silvery pink as the flower ages. Flowers very large and full, 
of exquisite form. A magnificent garden rose of ideal liabit, sw'eetly 
scented. Gold Medal N.R.S. 7/6 each. 

PRINCESS VICTORIA (H.T.)—(S. McGrcdy <& Son). Colour, glowing 
scarlet crimson, with ochre orange base, perfect form, very free 
flowering and sweetly scented. Gold Medal N.R.S. 10/- each. 

MARTHA DREW (H.T.)—(S. McGredy & Son). Growth free and 
upright, blooms of unusual size and substance, perfectly formed, 
colour creamy white, with rose-coloured centre, sweetly scented. 
Gold Medal N.R.S. 10/- each. 

ETHEL JAMES (H.T.)—(S. McGredy & Son). Single on the line 
of colouring of Isobel, but the tone is softer, habit of growth 
excellent, sweetly scented. Gold Medal N.R.S. 10/- each. 
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UNA WALLACE (H.T.)—(S. McGredy & Son). Beautiful soft well- 
toned cheiry rose without shading. In depth, formation and 
substance it is faultless, very free Blooming. Sweetly perfumed. 
Gold Medal N.R.S. 10/- each. 

IRENE THOMPSON (H.T.)—(S. McGredy & Son. 1921). Colour, deep 
ruddy gold, overlaid with bronze coppery shading; flowers, 
large full and good form. A good grower, free blooming and 
mildew proof. Very sweetly scented. Gold Medal N.R.S. 10/- 
each. 

REV. F. PAGE ROBERTS (H.T.)—(B. R. Cant & Sons, 1921). 
Blooms large, full and well formed, of a beautiful rich “ Marechal 
Neil ” colour occasionally veined with buff markings in the bud 
and young stages. Both for exhibition and decorative purposes, 
it should prove a great acquisition. Awarded the Gold Medal 
N.R.S. 10/6 each. 

MRS. OAKLEY FISHER (H.T.)—(B. R. Cant & Sons. 1921). A 
true single variety. The flowers are about the size of Irish 
Elegance,” but of a rich orange yellow throughout, of similar 
colour to ” I.^dy Hillingdon.” Sweetly scented. 5/- each. 

YVONNE (Wichuraiana)—(F. Cant Sc Co., 1921). Colour, a charming 
soft shade of pink, with deeper pink centre and yellow base, 
produced freely from July to September, and sweetly scented. 
Awarded the Gold Medal N.R.S., also the Cory Cup for the best 
climbing rose. 7/6 each.

BURGEMEESTER SANDBERG (Rossem)—The flower very large 
and well formed. Colour, soft rose, growth vigorous. Very 
beautiful. 7/6 each. 

CLIMBING CHATEAU DE CLOS VOUGEOT (Morse)—A most 
valuable climbing form of this very distinct'and esteemed variety. 
Quite first rate. 5/- each. 

ELEANOR HENNING (Easlea) — Growth, vigorous, with very 
handsome foliage, flowers large, full, and well formed. Colour, 
lovely salmon pink. A free and continuous bloomer. 7/6 each. 

GLORY OF STEINFURTH (Schultheis) — Growth vigorous, and 
freely branching, deep green foliage, mildew proof, flowers large, 
full of good form. Colour cherry and geranium red, very sweetly 
scented, very floriferous.

LA CHAMPAGNE (Barbier) — Superb long bud, flower large, fresh 
peach bloom tint, orange yellow at base, centre chamois and 
apricot yellow.

MADAME HELEN DUCHE (K. Buatois) — Growth vigorous and 
branching, flowers very large and full, handsome buds produced 
single, colour soft rose with silvery reflexes, border of petals 
carmine.

CLAIRE ANDRUEJOL (Schwartz) — Very vigorous 
growth, flowers large full and well formed, and freely produced, 
colour pale pink tinted carmine. 7/6 each. 

PAUL LAFONT (P. Guillot) — Growth moderately vigorous, colour 
golden yellow, gradually shading to white, but conserving its 
yellow tints in the greater part of the blooms, globular form, 
superb. 7/6 each. 

SECRETARIS ZWART (Rossem) — Growth vigorous and very free 
flowering, flowers are large and attractive, colour bright rose, 
reverse of petals silvery rose. Awarded the first class certificate, 
Amsterdam, 1919. 7/6 each. 

SOUVENIR DE CLAUDIUS DENOYEL (Chambard)—Growth 
very vigorous, upright and branching, flowers of enormous size 
and cupped form, with large and massive petals, colour rich 
glistening crimson red, tinted vermilion. Superb. 7/6 each. 

THE GENERAL (Pemberton) — -Colour blood red, flushed orange, 
flower large, pointed, globular, fragrant damask perfume, 
flowering continuously late in season. 7/6 each. 

VIOLONCELLISTE ALBERT FOURES (Crobier)—Growth 
vigorous, foliage glossy green, flower large and full, colour orange 
yellow, tinted chamois, very free flowering. 7/6 each. 

WESTFIELD STAR (Morse) — A distinct lemon yellow sport from 
Ophelia, possessing all its excJellent characteristics. 5/- each. 

WHITE OPHELIA (E. G. Hill Co.)— An American novelty of great 
excellence. A forcing rose of great merit and especially valuable 
for massing and cut blooms. 5/- each. 
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YVES DRUHEN (Buatois)—Growth vigorous and brandling, flower 
fairly full, colour dark velvety red, highly perfumed. 7/6 each. 

HYBRID AUSTRIAN BRIAR ROSES. 

SOUVENIR DE CLAUDIUS PERNET (J. Pemet Ducher)— 
Flower of most striking sunflower yellow colour, deeper in the 
centre, very large and full, beautifully formed, with elongated 
deep petals, long pointed bud carried on stiff stem. A vigorous 
grower of branching habit and brilliant green foliage, which is 
immune from all diseases. Awarded the Gold Medal at the 
Roseraie de Bagatelle (Paris), also Gold Medal of the National 
Horticultural Society of France. 7/6 each. 

GAMBRAI (C. Smith & Son) — A sport from Madame E. Heriot, the 
colour being a delicate shade of orange streaked with lemon. 
Will become a great favourite. 7/6 each. 

EVENING STAR (Morse) — An orange lemon sport from Mde. E. 
Heriot, excellent. 3/6 each. 

GEISHA (Rossem) — Pure deep orange yellow, gradually changing to 
golden yellow as the bloom develops, the buds long pointed, 
streaked with garnet.

JEAN ESGOFFIER (E. Buatois) — Growth vigorous, branching, flower 
large, almost full, bud elongated, colour aurora pink, inside of 
petals buff coloured.
